Oats, whole 
cern, buckwheat broken nuts, cracked 
corn, and other foods are put out by 
the bird lovers, but such a Aariety is 
unnecessary. Suet, bread crumbs, and 
seeds make a fine combination which 
will bring a variety of birds to 
your outdoor urant.
